Arens also played down the 
notion that a solution to the 
south Lebanon conflict can be 
resolved through negotiations 
either with the Lebanese gov- 
ernment or with Syria, the real 
powerbroker in the country. 

“1 am not convinced that the 
way to deal with the Lebanese 
problem is necessarily through 
negotiations." he said. 

“Lebanon is not a country in 
the real sense of the word, it is 
niled by the Syrians." he said. 

Arens added that there "is no 
chance of reaching an agree' 
meni without totally conceding 
the Golan Heights, that is the 
price." he said, referring to the 
strategic border plateau Israel 
seized from Syria in 1967. 

“There are those who are 
ready to pay this price, but 1 
think it is a price we should not 
pay." Iie said.

Zeaiter declared. 

He warned that tlie 1996

Agencies His Majesty King 

Abdullah held dosed>door talks 
with Paiestiniaji President 
V^sser Arafat on the Middle East 
Peace Process and obstacles 
hindering progress in the 
Palestinian Israeli negotladoiis. 

Arafat briefed the King on lat- 
est developments in peace talks 
and the outcome of his ongoing 
contacts witli the US. as well as 
his scheduled visit to 
Wishlngcon this month. 

Arafat said there "was noth- 
ing new" concerning implemen- 
tation of October's VVye River 
peace deal between Israel and 
the Palestinians which has been 
frozen since Israel refused to 
continue required West Bank 
troop witlidrawals, reported 
Petra. 

Arafat however has affiimed 
that coordination would contin- 
ue witli the United States in this 
regard. 

Arafat stressed the need for 
all parties to abide by the May 
4th date for tlie proclamation of 
an independent Palestinian 
state, which he said "is an 
agreement that sliould be 
respected thoroughly".. 

King Abdullah for his part, 
affirmed Jordan's unchanging 
support for the Palestinian peo- 
ple, and expressed concern 
over the delayed Implementa-

The Lower House of Parliament 
voted against the resignation of 
Prime Minister Abdur Ra'uf 
Rawabdeh. yesterday, with a 
crushing majority of 4 to 59. 

Deputies who rejected 
Rpwabdeli's resignation 

explained that tlierc is no con- 
stitutional entitlement against 
holding a governmental post 
and remaining as a representa- 
tive of the people. 

“The combined presence of a 
legislative and executive 
authority in Parliament serves 
to reinforce the position of this 
Parliament,'' said Deputy 
Muhammad Oran. 

Another Deputy, Muhammad 
Thueib said "the Parliament is 
honored to have Rawabdeh as 
one of Its members." 

A deputy cannot, in accor- 
dance with the law, enforce his 
resignation on the House.' 

Four deputies accepted 
Rawabdeh's resignations. 
These deputies were: Abdullah 
Akaileh, Salameh Hiari, Abdul 
Kareem Dugmi and Khalil 
Hadadin. 

Abdul Kareem Al Dugmi said 
that Rawabdeh’s fast resigna- 
tion led to a loss of enthusiasm 
on the part of the deputies 
towards him and his govern- 
ment. 

"Rawabdeh's resignation 
contradicts his cmpliasis dur- 
ing a previous ministerial post 
which quotes: 'my pride in my 
governmental and legislative 


posts is on equal grounds.”’ 
Deputy Abdullah . Akaileh 
objected to the opening state- 
ment made by the Speaker of 
the Lower House, Abdul Had! 
Majali, in wliicli he congratulat- 
ed Rawabdeh and other minis- 
ters on behalf of the House, 
“This blessing entails strong 
connotations of granting the 
Government the trust of the 
Lower House. In this respea, 
Majali clearly violated and dis- 
regarded the .constitutional- 
based decision of Lower House 
members regarding this mat- 
ter," Akaileh said. 

Meanwhile, ^wabdeh 
expressed his government's 
will and readiness to take on its 
full responsibilities and obliga- 
tions towards tiie country and 
its people's representatives.

But since there is no such dog available in the service of the nation, 
we encourage a probe conducted a qualified human force into any 
suspected offidal.

Buc.the whole deal with Shukri stinks of personal vendetta that 
seems to have turned Into a very long Arabic movie, badly directed 
and produced. 

I Is there anyone in town who doesn't know of veteran telecommu- 
I nicadons ministerjamal Sarayrah’s differences with royal telecommu- 
I nications veteran Ali Shukri? If so. they must have been out of town. 
Shukri is not known for his friencbhlp with tiie Prime Minister either 
Thfese differences have been aggressively voiced enougli times tliat 
once tiie government was formed, some wondered if Shukri would 
last. Tliey didn't have to wait more than a few hours before their 
question was answered, giving an impression that his resignation is a 
preempted strike against what may be in store for liim. 

It Is unfortunate that tiie concept of digging into official business 
is brought up by the executive branch under circumstances seen as a 
setdenient of old scores. 

One official who didn’t want to be named, nor quoted for that mat- 
ter, said tliat the only reason Rawabdeh is doing this is because 
Sluikri, unpopuliir with the cunent government, no longer has the 
protection of His Majesty the late King Hussein. “Now they can get 
liim,” he said with a smirk on his face. Right or wrong in his simple 
analysis, tills view is popular in press and political circles. 

Another theory tliat seems to be popular witli the less politicized 
is that the government is defending itself from Shukri's charges of 
breaking away from King Hussein’s directives by accusing him of cor- 
ruption. 

Tliis is the case even at a time when the people liavu been waiting 
for the day public figures get to answer to ilie piililic; tiie only inter - 1 
nationally accepted tmst building medianism between rulers and tiie 
ruled. 

Meanwhile, it would be an appreciated move if Rawalideli was to 
start launcliing investigations into corruption suspects befoie they 
resign their posts, and especially if there are some who do not already 
enjoy die government's wrath. Then, Rawabdeh will enter the boolts 
of history as the premier who brought the concept of accountabiliiy 
into our political ailture.

V COOPERATE ON 

COOPERATION AND EXCHANGE of experiences between the secu- 
rity authorities in Jordan and Hirkey were die main items on the 
agenda of a meeting held Vfednesday between Nasouh 
Muhyeddin, Head of the Public Security Department and his 
Hirkish counterpart, Najati Belijian. 

Muhyeddin said the visit was a good opportunity for both par- 
ties to continue cooperation and activate previously signed agree- 
ments between the two countries. 

Most significant among these agreements are the ones con- 
cerning anti-drug trafndcing, handing over criminals and exchange 
of convicts, according to Muhyeddin. 

For his part, Belijian said that “the relationship between the two 
countries in the field of security goes back many years, is being 
continuously strengthened through mutual visits. 

The Hirkish guest visited a number of police directorates and 
divisions, wliere he was briefed on the ongoing developments to 
Improve the performance of tlie public security forces — Petra. 
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O n the occasion of the Intemadonal Women's Day, die Arab 
Daily spoke Co women activists to get their views on the 
position ofShari'a regarding women's rights. 

Nawat Faouri; an Islamist and a Women's Rights activist, said 
that women should assume their role in society as full partners to 
their fellowmen, especially in Islamic Arab Societies. 

She believes that women's efforts should not be confined to the 
causes of women, but rather, they should take their share of the 
responsibility in all issues of concern to the nation. 

Fauori said,” any political party embracing Islamic thought 
should abide by Islamic teachings and principles which arc known 
to all Muslims." 

Fauori believes that women's problems generally "spring from 
the society's deliberate deviations from Islamic principles," these 
problems will continue to persist according to Faouri, until there 
is a new Muslim generation that implements and abides by Islamic 
rules. 

"We wish that Jordan and other Islamic countries would take the 
initiative to implement Islamic principles instead of adopting 
ideas and solutions chat might not take Che privacy of the Islamic 
Arab Society into consideration.” Slie added. 

Faouri argued that it is unjustifiable to put obstacles in front of 
women, hindering their participation in public life, since there is a 
large percentage, of educated women in Jordan. 

Faouri said that women's participation in economic life is 
undoubtedly an asset for her family and her society, adding chat 
economic independence of women is clearly stated in Al Shari'ah, 
and does not undermine the rights and duties of neither men nor 
women. 

Regarding the so-called lionor crimes, she said, "laws imple- 
mented in cases of honor crimes totally deviate From Shari'ah 
teacliings. They also clash with Human Rights and equality before 
penal law." 

Dima Ibhboub an Islamist and Women's Riglits activist said that 
the role women play In public life Is not imposed on her by any 
Islamic direction, ratlier, it is dictated by a strong Islamic belief 
and decisiveness to contribute to the welfare of its surrounding . 

She affirmed, that "Islam does not deprive women from their 
rights. On the contrary, the Shari'ah has fully granted women their 
rights.’"' 

Site explained that cases of injustice are caused by both a mis- 
iinflerstanding and a misuse -of Islamic rules, 'Ihhboub added that 
imitating western women is completely unacceptable. 

"women in tlje west were maltreated by their societies which Is 
not the case for Arab women," she elaborated. 

She further accused advocates of women’s liberalization of hav- 
ing pure personal reasons such as divorce behind their calls for 
complete liberalization . 

"It is pitiful to see that such people are widely known locally and 
that some of them wei'e able to become pariiament mernbers,” she 
stated.

FEE HIKE PROTESTS 
CONTINUE AT NES 


NINE STUDENTS WERE suspended from the 
Amman New English School (NES) for one day on 
Hiesday for rallying against the school's decision 
to raise. its fees for the upcoming 1999-2000 
term year. 

Out of 650 students protesting the fee-hike . 
one male and eight females stayed behind in the 
terrace , resulting in administrative action. 

At first, school owner Saeed Turk decided to 
expel the students for refiising to attend classes 
. but later changed his decision making tlie piin- 
ishment one day suspension. 

“We stayed behind in protest, wliile tlie oiliers 
clilckened out," said one of ilic suspended stu- 
dents who preferred to remain anonymous. Slie 
told the Arab Daily' 

that rlie school invited police intervention to 
curb the protest whicli went on for three days. 

"Tlie police have threatened us." said the stu- 
dent. “Tliey told us that if we do not disperse and 
return to our classes , they would throw us into 
Jail and treat the case seriously.” 

It all started four days ago when the NES 
administration distributed letters of Its decision 
of a 30 percent increase of fees for the coming 
year. 

Tlie letter attributed the reasons behind the 
hike to the high expenses of foreign staff and 
those of highly qualified local teachers. It also 
underlined the expenses spent on improving 
teacliing techniques along with regular training 
programs for teacliers. 

“Tliey liave been telling us over tlie last tlirec 
years that fees have not been changed . H*t, they 
Indirectly increased them In a manipulative way 
by charging students more money on diiTerent 
items separately.” charged a parent. 
"Improvements are supposed to be clear, they 
kept promising us to raise the standard of teach- 
ers and facilities in school, liowever nothing has 
been changed," said the parent wlio preferred 
not to be named.

Bahrain’s UN mission. Sheik Isa Ben Salman Al Khalifa died 
Satiiiday of a heart attack after 38 years as Emir of the Gulf 
island stale. On Monday. Annan issued a statement saying the 
Emir “for many years had been a force of stability in a very trou- 
bled region of the world." He assured Bahrain’s new ruler, Sheik 
Hsmad, of UN support "in pursuing the path of peace and pros- 
perity." 


BEIRUT (AFPI — Scientists from 1 7 Arab countries gathered liere 
Wednesday for a UN-organized conference to examine strate- 
gies for science and reciinoiogy policy in the 21st century. 'Tlic 1 
aim of these strategics must be to bring about a radical^ change 
in the status of science and technology in our countries." Hazem 
Beblawi, executive secretary of the UN Economic and Social 
Commission for Western Asia told delegates in his opening 
speech. He said it was important to find policies suited to local 
circumstances, that took into account the "constant rapid 
clianges.” He called for greater investment in science and tech- 
nology in ESeWA countries, pointing out that their science bud- 
get is less than 10 percent of that in industrialized countries, or 
even in some developing countries. The average number of full- 
time scientific researchers is only three per 10,000 in tlie ESCWA 
region, he pointed out. The meeting, attended by 60 scientists 
and experts from international institutes, is scheduled to last 
three days. 


DiAMASCUS (AFP) — Syria look steps Wednesday to protect the 
ozone layer, by signing agreements with the UN Development 
Program aimed at ending harmful emissions from Syrian indus- 
trial plants. The projects to be implemented are to be complet- 
ed by 2002. Tliey fall within the framework of the 1987 
Montreal Convention banning the production of clilorofluoro- ; 
carbons (CFCs). Developing countries have been given until 
2010 to implement the ban. At the signing ceremony, Syrian 
Environment Minister Abdul Hamid Munajed said 100 tons of 
ozone depleting substances would be cut this year, and 
expressed the hope that the projects would be completed on 
time.

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PRIHCB CHARLES 
OH VISIT OP RECONCILIATIOH 
TO ARGENTINA 

THE TALK IN ARGENTINA as Prince Charles arrived -in 
Argentina for the first visit by a Prince of Wales for 67 years, 
was of “reconciliation". 

It was tlie word on the lips of the foreign minister, Guido 
Dl Telia, who welcomed the prince. As importantly, it was 
passionately on the tongues of Argentine and British veter- 
ans fraternizing at the South Atlantic memorial. There, in a 
square of acacia blossom, Charles laid a laurel wreath to 400 
of Argentina's dead in the 1 982 conflict. 

Amid expectations that die visit will spedd a neiv under- 

standing ofthe Falklands Issue, Lt-Cmdr Leandro Curina, who 
captained the destroyer Herculesjn the conflict, said: -'VVe 
have mixed feelings because we' tried to give the best of our- 
selves, and some of us lost our iliies. Now the future is only 
in more reconciliation," 

Ex-Surgeon Cmdr Rick Jolly, leader of a team which saved 
the lives of hundreds of British land casualties in the war, was 
there to encour^e reconciliation. "We are die people who 
understand how nasty and miserable war Is," he said.

IN INDONESIAN RIOTS 


JAKARTA (DRA) — At least three people were 
killed and more than 50 injured in renewed 
clashes Wednesday between Muslims and 
Christians in the eastern Indonesian city of 
Ambon, according to eyewitnesses and hospi- 
tal officials. 

Local observers said that tlie dty center was 
devastated with at least 50 homes on fire after 
the two groups attacked each other with 
petrol bombs, swords and madietcs. 

Residents of Ambon, 2,300 kilometers 
nortli-east of Jakarta, said a series of huge 
explosions continue to rock various areas of 
the city hours after dusk witli many liouses on 
fire. 

' The situation here is truly diaos rliis 
evening,” said a resident at nearby al-Fatah 
mosque: 

Jakarta military authorities have deployed 
as many as 4,000 troops to Ambon. Army chief 
Wiranto ordered his troops to shoot at suspi- 
dous rioters. The general did not say why the 
army and police have been unable to stop the 
violence. 

Tens of tiioiisands have fled Ambon for 
nei^boring provinces or sought refuge in 
churches, mosques, police stations and mili- 
tary camps.

FISCAL POLICY AND 
ECONOMIC GROWTH 

The current Jordanian economy presents a classic case 
study for the problems inherent in developing countries with 
high population growth rates and low annual economic 
growth. If it weren't for the largesse of Western donors, the 
situation within the country would be even worse. Although 
in fairness one could contend that such aid, particularly irom 
the United States is payment in kind for Jordanian positions 
on the Middle East peace situation, a nation should never 
count upon such generosity in the long-term. Political inter- 
est change, and with them perceptions of political interests. 

in understanding the depths of the economic challenges 
facing the country, It is necessary to highlight some of the 
indicators of underdevelopment: exceptionally high popula- 
tion growth rate; low and even negative annual growth; unac- 
ceptably high unemployment; extremely low per capita 
income; skewed distributions of wealth; budget deHcits and 
high debt-to-GDP ratios; negative balance of trade (value of 
imports exceeding exports, despite high custom duties.) 

After evaluating these economic factors, one turns to clas- 
sic Keynesian and Monetarist economic theories in an effort 
to devise policies which can address the problems and 
reverse some of the negative trends experienced during the 
past several years. Unfortunately, given the extent of eco- 
nomic malaise in Jordan, many of the classical remedies are 
not viable. Thke for Instance the Keynesian belief in Job cre- 
ation through increased government spending. How can a 
country with a prevailing serious debt afford further deficit spend- 
ing? Monetarists would suggest cutting taxes. However, the tax 
rates in Jordan are not considered high by international stan- 
dards. Lowering interest rates would be another approach, 
although again, the current rates charged are not at a level 
where they should be discouraging investments. 

Perhaps the one area where economists should focus is on 
the valuation of the Jordanian dinar relative to the US dollar 
It is common knowledge chat the JOD is maintained at an 
anificiaily high rate, more for political than fmancial reasons. 
Let's assume that the government was prepared to ignore 
political realities (and the self-interests of the relatively small 
majority in the country who benefit from the high value of 
the JOD), and devalue the currency What would the benefits be, 
based upon classical monetarist tlieoiy? 

Firet, lowering the value of the JOD should make Jordanian 
products more competitive relative to other currencies, thus 
serving as an impetus for exports. Increased exports, in turn, 
should result in increased investment by businesses to raise 
the level of tlteir production, investing In additional plant and 
equipment would increase the demand for labor, thereby 
reducing unemployment. Increased employment would result 
in more consumer spending and reduced government outlays 
in the form of welfare programs (Le., subsidies to lower 
Income fairiilles). the increase'in spending and exports would 
benefit the government.in the form of increased tax rev- 
enues. Finally, in the longer term,. reducing the state's depen- 
dence on customs reyehuds yrould enable the government to 
reduce customs on imports, tlWreby meeting the condition^ set 
fotth 1^ intematipi^l' financial bb^ 0«o.i GATT) and dius pno-' 
vldlpg greater acc^s for Jordanian products to other markets.

B REAST implants filled willi 
soyabean oil, chosen thou- 
sands of women bcoiuse of 
the panic surrounding silicone, 
were banned in the UK tlie 
Dqjaitment of Health yesterday 
amid concerns foi' their safely. 

Some 5,000 women wlio have 
liad tlie IKIucent implants since 
they were launched in 1995 now 
face uncertainty and anxlely While 
sutgeons and dinics have been told 
to send back dieir stocks of 
jTKlucent implants, those women 
iriio alrea^ liavc t]iem are being 
tdd diat mcHe research is being 
done to establish wliether they are 
at risk.

Tlie news caused die old furore 
over breast implants to erupt 
again, as the anti-silicone cam- 
paigners daimed British women 
had been used as guinea pigs for an 
implant that is not licenUd in the 
United States. They a|$o pointed 
out that tlie soyabean oil filling is 
contained in a silicone, shell. 

There have been 74 reports of 
adverse effects from the TKliicem 
implants in five years, the most 
wonying of which relate to iiiflanv 
mation and swelling caused by rup- 
tures or leakage from the implant. 
Hwie liave been concerns that any 
leaking oil is not absorbed into' 
blood vessds and removed from 
tlie body os well as intended.

LONDON (AFP) — Britain’s 
government launched Tuesday 
a drive to put the British at the 
forefront of the information 
technology revolution, saying 
chat this was the future of the 
world economy. 

I "This industry is the great 
driver of worid economic 
growth today. And Britain can 
no longer afford to lag behind 
America." Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Gordon Brown said 
as he presented the annual 
budget to parliament. 

He said that mastering the 
Internet, e-commerce and 
computer-based work was 
"the most decisive economic 
challenge of the 21st century." 

Brown announced S2.8 bil- 
lion in funds to enlist "schools, 
colleges and companies, pub- 


lie and private sectors across 
the board to make Britain a 
leader in the information 
economy." 

"Our target is a national net- 
work of 1 .000 computer learn- 
ing centers, one for every 
community In Britain. They 
will be in schools, colleges, 
libraries, in Internet cafes and 
on the hlgli street," Brown 
said. 

This network would mean 
that "Britain is equipped for 
the information age" because 
those "left out of the new 
knowledge revolution will be 
left behind in the new knowl- 
edge economy," he said. 

“Out ■ targets for the new 
economy are ambitious: within 
three years, one million small 
businesses able to benefit 


from e-comnierce; 32,000 
schools connected to the 
Internet, with 370,000 teach- 
ers computer-trained." 

Brown also said the govern- 
ment would encourage 
schools and companies to 
make tlieir computers avail- 
able to staff for home use. 

in addition, "we will pioneer 
a system under which local 
partnerships will be able to 
loan computers and software 
in the new century tlie way 
local libraries have loaned 
books in the la$t century." 

Drown also laid emphasis on 
government aid for university 
level scientific research, 
promising around $160 million 
in new investment in laborato- 
ries and equipment so that 
British inventions could then 


be manufactured in Britain. 

New high-teci) companies- 
will also be to access a $32 
million venture capital fund, 
Brown said. 

He unveiled a tax credit on 
research and development to 
give "new business and small 
business — the biggest source 
of Innovative ideas — cash 
help to research and develop 
thelrlnnovations even before 
they make their first profits." 

"At a cost of 150 million | 
pounds [S240 milllonl a year, 
this targeted tax cut will 
underwrite almost one third of 
research and development 
costs for small business. 

"Britain now has one of the 
best incentives for innovation 
anywhere in the industrialized 
world," Brown said. 


LITHUANIA SEEN

VILNIUS (R) — The computers that run 
• Lithuania’s Soviet-built Ignalina nuclear 
reactor as well as rhe country’s financial 
system will be secure as the Baltic state 
rolls into the year 2000, officials said on 
Wednesday. 

Martynas Bleliunas, the government’s 
chief operational official on a government- 
backed Y2K task force, told Reuters In an 
interview that about 80 percent of the 
country's state or state-controlled institu- 
tions were now millennium-compliant. 

"From the beginning we have worked 
closely with Ignalina in terms of technology 
and we know very well the systems they 
use. Our preliminary assessment Is that 
‘^erything will be okay, but we plan to

spokesman for Russia's natural 
gas giant Gazprom expressed

severely disiiipted by the Y2K 
computer bug. 

The CiA has said midwinter 
power outages in 2000 could 
hurt many people in Russia 
and Ukraine. The agency noted 
that Gazprom supplies more 
than one-third of Europe's nat- 
ural gas and is run by Soviet- 
era mainframe computers 
highly likely to contain Y2K | 
imperfections. 

However, Gazprom 

spokesman Gennady Yezhov 
said Wednesday that the com- 
pany has "practically unraveled 
the Y2K problem," replacing 
outdated computers and 
upgrading software, the ITAR- 
Tass news agency reported. 

"Legitimate bewilderment 
arises in this connection as to 
why such concern is shown of 
the other side of the Atlantic, 
in the United States, which 
does not receive any Russian 
gas — while no one in Europe 
expresses such misgivings," 
Yezhov was quoted as saying. 

Yezhov suggested that the 
United States "spreads 
rumors" about Gazprom s | 
unpreparedness for the Y2K 
bug in order to sell a large 
batch of American computers 
and software to Europe, ITAR*

MS SOFTW 


SHENZHEN (AP) — Microsoft 
Corp., eyeing a restricted 
but rapidly growing Internet 
market in mainland Qiina, 
said Wednesday.it will offer 
new systems to let Chinese 
download movies, music, e- 
mail and other "servires In 
their homes. 

Microsoft boss Bill Gates 
vowed in an appearance here 
to “really open up Internet 
usage in a dramatic way," as 
he joins forces with the state 
telephone monopoly, China 
' Telecom, which operates 
Chinanet, the nation’s 
biggest Internet network. 

Gates said Microsoft also 
will sell the People's Bank of 
China, the mainland's central 
bank, enough software for 
10,000 desktop computers 
in “the biggest agreement of 
its kind that we have done." 
No purchase price was dis- 
closed. 

In the new Internet ven- 
ture, "Venus," Microsoft is 
banking on electronics man- 
ufacturers to install the nec- 
essary hardware in their 
televisions, computers and 
video equipment that are 
distributed across China, so 
consumers can then use 
Microsoft software to get 
onto the Internet. 

Although Cates was vague

The deal comes at a time 
when the Chinese govern-

WIRE DIES IN ORBIT 5 
DAYS AFTER LAUNCH 


WASHINGTON (R) — A new 
space telescope, built to 
explore how stars and galaxies 
arc born, has failed in orbit 
five days after its launch. NASA 
said on Ibesday. 

The $79 million WIde-Field 
Infrared Explorer (WIRE) is 
spinning in space, its highly 
sensitive telescope unable to 
function and its scientific mis- 
sion over before it began, the 
U.S. space agency said in a 
statement. 

Ed Weiler, head of space sci- 
ence at the National 
Aeronautics and Space « 
Administration, said he was 
disappointed the telescope 
would not be able to do its 
job, but said the same science 
could be performed by future 
missions. 

The 255 kilogram WIRE 
spacecraft was meant to spend 
four months learning more 
about how and when galaxies 
and stars form. 

But it started spinning out 
of control soon after being 
lofted into orbit on March 4 
from the belly of a modified 
jetliner flying off the California 
coast. 

NASA controllers said they, 
believe the problem was 
caused when the cover for the 
craft's primary telescope came 
off three days sooner than 
planned, letting sunlight 
stream down the barrel of the 
telescope. 

Tliey believe the sunlight 
overheated the spacecraft and 
caused the block of hydrogen 
ice that kept It cool to boil off; 
the venting of the resulting 
hydrogen gas caused the craft 
to spin rapidly J.n space. 

The craft’s telescope had to 
be kept extremely cold ^ 
minus 256 Celsius — so the 
scope's own heat emissions 
would not mask the Infrared 
light It aimed to detect In 
space.

2004 OLYMPIC ORGANIZING 
COMMITTEE PLAGUED 
WITH PROBLEMS 

ATHENS (AP) — Organizers of tiie 2004 Olympics Wednesday 
expressed anxiety that construction delays and a shortage olTunds 
are hampering Athens' preparations for the suinincr games. 

But although the organizing committee's :iiaiinging director 
hinted at the seriousness of the problems, lie did not say if they 
are serious enough to prevent the Greek capital from being ready 
ill time. 

”Tliere is anxiety, there is," Kostas Hakouris said. 

Bakouris told the Athens daily 1h Nea that the main problems 
plaguing Athens are a shortage of national sponsors and the 
increasing costs of Olympic works. 

Government spokesman Dimitris Reppas tried to downplay 
Bakouris' statements, claiming the director has in the past 
expressed confideiice Athens will be ready. 

“Thar we are within tlie deadlines (liat we had originally set in 
order to be completely prepared to organize flawless Olympics," 
Reppas said. 

Bakouris said the oiganiziiig committee needs S200 million 
from national sponsors that It does not have yet, with one solution 
being the creation of a European program to help raise the funds. 

“If there Is no European .dimension, It will be difficult to reach 
the 200 million," Bakouris said. 

Construction of the Olympic village and other athletic yemies 
was supposed to have, begun during the spring of 1998, but

THE ART COMMUNITY MOURNS ARTIST ALU 


AN ARTIST WHO TESTIFIES TO HER FEARS IN THEjjACE OF THE INEVITABLE 



ALIA AMMOURA, wife of the renowned artist Aziz 
Ammoiira, passed away in Australia, iast Sunday. 

Alia was known as the gentle smile that accom- 
panies this great teacher of the arts. When Aziz 
Ammoura was a professor of art at the University of 
Yarnioiik, Alia was always there to encourage iiis 
young students. Wlien he came to Amman and 
taught a number of ladies of the society to draw 
and paint, Alia would contribute by modelling, and, 
what the students remember most, her smiling and 
encouraging them with a gentle “don't worry, 
you'll work it out." 

Alla was not satisfied with this secondary role. 
She watched and learned and soon dug up a place 
for hei-self among the artists of Jordan. At first, her 
style was quite similar to her husband's, and yet, 
her realistic landscapes had an unparalleled sense 
of fragility. 

Soon, as if racing with time, Alia started to styl- 
ize her forms and develop her style Into a more 
abstract one. 

Her paintings picked up a rhythm, that slowly 
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swelled into a fugue of abstract shapes and heavy 
lines. 

Every time one looked at her works, they were 
different. She had grown from the fragile little 
beginner into an artist with a sMtement. 

But fate did not spare her. Suffering from cancer, 

Alia painted her inner fears, her dilemma in multi- 
media. collage, calligraphy over wliite, torn areas 
of the painted paper, intensely painted textile. 

A good example of this stage is her painting “I 
am tlie silence." She starts with a seascape paint- 
ed in gouache that shows the tranquil fluidi^ of 
water with a glimpse of yellow, referring to what 
she had known as happiness. But here the tranquil- 
lity ends, a tiny figure seems lost on the shore. The 
setting behind him is a dishevelled sky. where 
coloured torpor is covered with rough white 
strokes. The face on the lef^ with closed eyes and 
parting lips seem to utter the words written spon- 
taneously on areas torn out of the painting, appeal- 
ing "1 am the horrid silence, the Interred pain." She 
repeats and repeats that sentence with the obstina- 
cy of one who has not yet come to terms with her 
inevitable fate. The gouache painting is glued to a 
' textile that Alia covers with intense colors, red, 
green and brown; life at its most intense, as if to 
say... 'there is life still to be lived.' 

She also paints a stylized portrait, where a white 
head emanates from a window, with Alia's famous 
almond eyes, one open, one closed, and pursed 
lips. A last look atjjfe? Drops of white paint splat- 
tered on the surface add to the pathos, tlie irregu- 
lar edges of this work confirm the fact that Alla had 
done these works as expressions of her state rather 
than.works of art to be exhibited or sold. Here is an 
example of an artist that paints the ultimate trutli. 

"Sarab, or Mirage" seems to give us a last Judge- 
ment on life. In this tiny work, an emaciated figure, 
hand on cheek, ponders the meaning of life. Small 
yet compartmentalised, it Is framed by an Irregular 
line that fades from black to white. This work out- 
does that of great masters. Like a guillotine comes 
the final sentence, "Miragel" written in white, cuts 
tlirough the painting: Life is but a miragel 

In January 1999, Alia came to Jordan to say good- 
bye to all her friends. It was their turn to say "Don't 
worry, you'll work it outl" Yet back In Australia, Alla 
left us, the rhythms that she could so successfully 
stir are now silent. All we can hear Is the sad note 
saying, Alia, with her almond eyes and her lust for 
life, is gone. 

Heartfelt condolences go to Aziz Ammoura, and 
Alla's two daughters and her family. 

Our only compensatloni Is the return of Aziz 
Ammoura from Australia where the copple had 
spent the last couple of years. .
